HE IDEA of magnificence was well understood in the days of Duke Lorenzo of 

Florence; for magnificence, in its Latin etymology, is magnus facere, to make great. 

The power of the patron was the power to exercise in the fullest degree a discernment 
which, selecting fastidiously from the wealth of art which surrounded him, gave to that which 
was chosen the quality of distinction—that is, distilled greatness. Such a selection could be 
characteristic of the turbulent masterfulness of a despot like Lorenzo; it might equally well 
—as in the present collection—express the felicity of one of the most benevolent women of 
her time. There is in the McCormick collection a luxury containing little of hedonism, the 
elegance of a feminine taste delighting in the intrinsic beauty of such things as fine laces 
and tapestries, and capable of fulfilling itself by lending the one to a museum and endowing 


the research necessary for a monograph on the other. 


LACES 


The laces of the collection are, indeed, among the finest in America, and are known to 
a wide public through the generosity of their owner in lending them freely; they were exhibited 
in the museums of Buffalo, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Rochester, and Detroit in 1922-23, and 
were on permanent loan at the Art Institute of Chicago from 1924 until last year. 

Beginning with the fifteenth and early sixteenth century reticella of Venice and Florence, 
a simple geometrical type of lace evolved from cut-work, we are confronted by an extra- 
ordinary wealth of sumptuous needle and pillow laces of the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries in beautiful compositions such as the point de Venise and Milan coverlets { Numbers 
606 and 610 }. Delicacy of technique reaches its apex in the superb seventeenth century point 
de Venise cover { Number 603 } with its fragile masses of honeysuckle and peonies and its 
maze of delicate brides; this is a votive offering—probably to one of the North Italian 
cathedrals—as evidenced by the emblem of the pelican in her Piety. A later reproduction, 
which may serve for purposes of comparison, is the banqueting cloth in Venise a relief 
{ Number 616 } with a Bérainesque pattern in the Louis XIV taste and of a sophistication de- 
rived from the points de France worked under Colbert in emulation of the Venetian laces. An 
excellent instance of skill in composition is a seventeenth century group of laces { Numbers 
604 and 605} in which the free-patterned Venise and Milan laces are combined with the 


Flemish lace termed point d’Angleterre, notable for the fineness of its réseau mesh. A con- 


siderable repertory of linen fil tiré, mostly of the Sicilian type, blends admirably with the 


virile ‘wheel’ patterns of the reticella, in simpler coverlets { Numbers 608 and 615 }.

The wealth of silver plate is headed by the magnificent Napoleon-Borghese vermeil 
service { Numbers 628 to 773} which was originally owned by Pauline Bonaparte, sister of 
Napoleon I, and her husband, Prince Camillo Borghese. In the extensive introduction which 
prefaces the service, we have outlined its historical importance. We may add here that it 
supplies documentary evidence of the success of the attempt by the artist and craftsman of 
the First Empire to re-establish the fundamentals of design laid down in the works of the 
ancients. The aim was clearly stated; the architects, Percier and Fontaine, who are largely 
responsible for the Classical Revival, endeavored “to contribute, to spread, and establish in 
branches of art of such variability and so dependent on the vicissitudes of the freaks of 
fashion and public opinion, principles of taste inspired by works of antiquity”. The service 
was exhibited at the Art Institute of Chicago, and has undoubtedly contributed something of 
value to the education of the contemporary designer. 

The English silver of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries includes important ex- 
amples of the work of the two outstanding silversmiths of the Georgian period: Paul Lamerie, 
by whom are a set of twelve plates { Number 818], and Paul Storr, from whose hand comes 
a fine pair of covered tureens { Number 815 }. From the ten-year period of the Commonwealth 
(1649-1659) is the caudle or posset cup and cover { Number 816} by Andrew Moore, an 
object of great rarity—as is all English silver made before the Restoration—and bearing the 
mark of one of the few identified makers of the period. 

Reverting to the influence of antique design, we find among the English plate a pair of 
magnificent gilded silver wine coolers [ Number 822} designed by John Flaxman, R.A., the 
most important English sculptor of the Georgian period, who was responsible for so many 
of the finest works of the Wedgwood factory. Among the French silver is a portion of 
the luxurious gilded silver service ordered by Count Nikolai Demidoff from Odiot, the 
court goldsmith of the First Empire. This consists of two soupieres {Numbers 823 and 824 | 
designed by Thomire, and four oviform platters [ Numbers 825 and 826} bearing the arms 
of Mme. de la Chapelle, a recipient of Count Demidoff’s generosity and an associate of the 


Imperial family. 


JEWELRY AND BEURS 


As might be expected, the precious-stone jewelry is of the first workmanship. A remark- 
able pair of ruby and diamond earrings { Number 476}; a ring containing an emerald-cut 
diamond of 514 carats and a button-shaped Oriental pearl of 15 grains { Number 465 }; two 
sapphire bracelets { Numbers 471 and 472], one containing thirty beautiful emerald-cut 


stones; and a pair of diamond, pearl, and emerald earrings {| Number 480} exemplify. the 
quality of the pieces. The last is of unique design, one earring being centred with a fine 
pear-shaped emerald, the other with a black pearl drop of the same contour. The reversible 
pendant { Number 475 } has one hundred and nine diamonds and a garniture of three remark- 
able pearls: a pink conch and a black and a white Oriental pear-shaped pearl, the two latter 
weighing each about sixty grains. A large necklace with breastplate { Number 48r } contains 
about eighteen hundred diamonds, including two large stones; it is admirably suited, under 
present conditions, for remodeling into a number of smaller pieces. 

The furs, which will also be offered in the third session of the sale, are: a short coat of 
Peruvian chinchilla; a Russian ermine cape; a coat [Number 563} of Russian sables from 
the Yakutsk district, the finest trapped; and the magnificent chinchilla wrap [Number 564] 


illustrated in the catalogue and containing one hundred perfectly matched Bolivian skins.

In essence, the furniture and decorations of the collection show the strong classical bias 
of Mrs. McCormick’s taste. The decorative material throughout, in fact, is in the Directoire 
and Empire styles, and includes sumptuous candelabra by Thomire and others. Much of the 
finest furniture is covered in tapestry of the period. We select for especial mention a pair 
of Directoire Beauvais tapestry bergéres [Number 874] with frames attributable to the 
maitre ébéniste Georges Jacob; an exquisite Gobelins tapestry three-fold screen [Number 
875 | signed by J. B. Oudry, the famous designer of the Fables, and dated 1747; a Louis XV 
tulipwood marqueterie commode { Number 877}, one of the few rococo meubles; and a Louis 
XVI inlaid and bronze doré work table { Number 870 |. A Directoire suite consisting of a 
settee and four armchairs covered in silk needlepoint { Numbers 883-885 } has also the refine- 


ment of contour and restraint of design associated with the work of Jacob. 


LAE or Ri boeAN DER UGS 


The four Gothic tapestries have been dealt with at length in the catalogue. Of these 
the beautiful pair of Tournai hunting tapestries [ Numbers 907 and 908], dating from about 
1520, can be attributed, thanks to the researches of de la Grange and Cloquet and of Dr. 
Phyllis Ackerman, to the cartoons of Gilles le Castre, who worked in the orbit of the famous 
Le Feire family, and to the ateliers of the weaving house of the Poissoniers. This documenta- 
tion is of especial interest because these Gothic hunting tapestries with central paddock 
enclosures are widely known as among the happiest compositions of the period; a pair were 
sold at these galleries in the de Kermaingant collection of 1926, lacking, however, the lively 


coloring and costume detail of the present hangings. The large verdure {Number 909 |, 


also perhaps from the Poissonier workshops at Tournai, shows in an interesting degree the 
influence of the Renaissance transition of the reign of Francois It, the border recapitulating 
the urns and leaf-scrollings found in the panel carvings of the period. The boldly scrolling 
acanthus verdure is enlivened with an extraordinary menagerie of birds and beasts, a product 
of the surprising capacity in the observation of wild life found in many of the best works 
of mediaeval art. A rare millefleurs tapestry of about the same period, after Antoine Fierret, 
son and pupil of the great Pierre { Number 911 }, and woven perhaps in Oudenaarde, has a 
warm tan ground of unusual hue and a fanciful design of four garlanded roundels portraying 
naive Rustic Proverbs. This hanging was shown at the Loan Exhibition of Gothic Tapestries 
in Chicago in December, 1926. 

The Renaissance tapestries are mostly of Brussels weave and the favored small-figure 
type: notable are a garden tapestry { Number 905 }, with pergolas, and a long frieze hanging, 
A Carthaginian Triumph {Number 906}. A seventeenth century Brussels tapestry depicting 
a stag-hunt { Number 910} has the lavish movement and rich coloring of the period, and 
bears the selvage signature of an unidentified atelier. 

In conjunction with the tapestries, we may refer to the small number of fine rugs, which 
include several beautiful Tabriz reproductions of the old Persian vase carpets. A Viennese 
Empire rug {Number 918} is a rarity of the first order; and the Ch’ien-lung palace carpet 
{ Number 916} an eighteenth century Chinese rug of important size. 


CHINESE ART 


In the presence of a group of works of Chinese plastic art, the Occidental is often sensible 
of an uneasy feeling of worldliness, due perhaps to his opaque (and unspiritual) mobility. 
These Celestial Buddhas, Kuan Yins and guardian lions, old and new, seem invested alike 
with a serene and immovable air of distance. Here is a virile bronze Fu-lion from a Sianfu 
temple { Number 846 }, cast under the T’ang dynasty eleven centuries ago; and here a beautiful 
green jade Boddhisattva of our time [Number 849], both with the same expression of un- 
scrutinizing eternity. The great gilded temple figure of Kuan Yin { Number 857 } seated with 
extended arms, one of the master-works of the T’ang period, has indeed a wealth of subtle 
sculptural rhythms in the movements of the body and the draperies; but omniscience dwells in 
the still head. A rare bronze Buddha { Number 859 } of the fifth century confronts one with 
apocalyptic promise. 

Whence comes the inexhaustible craft-energy, this restless passion for transmuting plants 
and minerals into the unchanging carved shapes of canonical legend? Look at the pagoda- 
form incense burner {Number 856} with its three tiers of ornamental detail, the opulent 
spinach jade parrots { Number 853}, and the pirouetting coral figures of laughing mei jén 
{ Numbers 851 and 852 } and see if there is to be found in the expression of the Buddha that 


which has caused them to be created, by the labor of infinite patience, out of stone and branch. 
The real mystery of China is a kindly mystery: we are left to admire and to wonder at the 


tenacity of tradition in the service of the high gods. 


The other half of the collection is described in a separate catalogue, and comprises the 
furnishings of Mrs. Rockefeller McCormick’s residence at rooo Lake Shore Drive, Chicago, 
and her villa at Lake Forest, Illinois; these will be sold on the premises under the direction 
of the American Art Association-Anderson Galleries, Inc., the week following the New York 
sale. The contents of the house and villa include fine French furniture, Italian Renaissance 


furniture and decorations, Roman marbles, rugs, laces, porcelain, silver, and glass.

HE following nineteen lots {Numbers 597-615} comprise an outstanding collection of fine laces 

purchased by Mrs. Rockefeller McCormick from Simon Vixler of Zurich. These laces have been 
shown at many of the important museums of this country: they were exhibited at the Buffalo Fine Arts 
Academy in Oct., 1922; at the Brooklyn Museum in Apr., 1923; at the Pennsylvania Museum and 
School of Industrial Art, Philadelphia, Oct., 1923; at the Memorial Art Gallery, Rochester, N. Y., 
Nov., 1923; at the Detroit Institute of Arts, March, 1924; and finally at the Art Institute of Chicago 
from 1924 to 1932, whence they were removed after the death of their owner. The collection is espe- 
cially rich in Italian point laces and fil tiré of the sixteenth and seventeenth century, and the composition 
of the individual cloths and coverlets has been carried out with a high degree of artistic skill.

SISTER OF EMPEROR NAPOLEON I 


THE BorGHESE ARMS 


HIS table service {Numbers 628-773] of vermeil (gilded silver) was originally owned by Prince Camillo 

Borghese, son of Marcantonio III. Born at Rome in 1775, he attached himself to the French cause on their 
entrance into Italy, and in 1803 received from Napoleon the hand of his sister, Pauline, widow of General 
Leclerc. He was afterwards created Duke of Guastalla, and governor-general of the trans-Alpine provinces; 
he died in 1832 and left an immense fortune to his brother, Francesco Borghese Aldobrandini. Pauline, or 
Marie Pauline Bonaparte, sister of Napoleon I, was born at Ajaccio in 1780; she was the most beautiful of the 
family, and is praised for her generosity to the poor. Canova made a statue of her, which is said to resemble 
the Venus of Praxiteles; she died at Florence in 1825. The service bears the Borghese arms, which consist of a 
dragon and a crowned eagle displayed against a ducal mantle and surmounted by a crown; this crown is not 
the usual one of the Borghese family, which we find only on a small number of pieces, but the Imperial French 
crown used by Napoleon, an important detail, for besides establishing the period it supports the tradition that 
the major part of the service was ordered by Napoleon as a gift for his sister and his brother-in-law. 

The service is composed of about one thousand six hundred pieces, weighing upwards of eleven thousand 
seven hundred ounces, and the greater part of it is the work of the two celebrated Paris goldsmiths Martin 
Guillaume Biennais and Jean Baptiste Claude Odiot, and others working in collaboration, executed after the 
designs of Percier and Fontaine; architects who, in company with Prudhon and Thomire, are largely responsible 
for the style which soon permeated every capital of Europe. Having lived for a long time in Rome, Percier and 
Fontaine were inspired by the works of antiquity and based their designs directly upon them. The influence of 
these designs was of the greatest; a number of the royal and princely palaces in Europe were remodeled between 
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Boule As var 
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1800 and 1815 and redecorated after the prevailing French fashion. Among the most important were Windsor 
Castle, the Royal Palace and the Escorial in Spain, the Royal Palace at the Hague, and the Wurzburg Palace in 
Bavaria. Vide: Henri Bouillet, L’Orfévrerie francaise, and Henry Bouchot, Le Luxe francais sous L’Empire. 

Martin Guillaume Biennais, active in Paris 1800-32, was goldsmith to the Emperor and signed much of 
his work in this way. He made the Imperial insignia at the Emperor’s Coronation, the swords used on state 
occasions, and the altar for the ceremony of Napoleon’s marriage with the Archduchess Marie Louise. It was 
from Biennais that Napoleon ordered the beautifully ornamented sword which he offered to the Tsar Alexander I 
at Erfurt, the dressing case which Marie Louise offered to Emperor Francis of Austria, and the traveling outfit 
for the King of Rome. Vide: Edouard Leisching, Kunst und Kunsthandwerk, 1904, Die Reise-Service des 
Konigs von Rom. 

Jean Baptiste Claude Odiot (1753-1850) was, with Biennais, the most important goldsmith of the First 
Empire Period in France. After the Paris Exhibition of 1802, which established his fame, the enumeration of 
his clients would, according to Henri Bouillet, “constitute an almanac of all the most distinguished, rich, and 
titled people in Europe”. Like his great contemporary, he executed in silver and gold the designs of the painter 
Prud’hon and the architects Percier and Fontaine. Among the most important works by Odiot are the famous 
‘toilette’ of Marie Louise ordered in 1810 by the city of Paris, and the cradle of the King of Rome, a masterpiece 
which is still in existence and now forms a part of the Imperial Treasury in Vienna. Odiot’s work is generally 
signed ‘oprot’ in full, or with his monogram, J BC O. 

The present service, which is comparable to the tea and dessert services in the Imperial Russian collections, 
was offered at public sale in 1892 in the Borghese Palace, Rome, where it was bought en bloc by Prince Baucina, 
in whose possession it remained until purchased by Mr. Ercole Canessa, who sold it to Mrs. Rockefeller 
McCormick. The entire service was exhibited at the Art Institute of Chicago from June, 1924, until November, 
1932.

[Numbers 825 and 826} are part of a magnificent gilded silver service ordered by Count Nikolai 

Demidoff from the great Paris goldsmith Odiot, during his residence in Paris in the early years 

of the nineteenth century. An account of this purchase appears in the books of Odiot et Cie., the 

existing firm. Each article bears the arms of Mme. de la Chapelle, friend of Count Demidoff, 

who was associated with the Imperial family. The entire service was exhibited in 1823 at the 

Luxembourg, then called the Musée des Arts Modernes du Luxembourg. At the present time a 

collection of original models and replicas of objects which form part of the Demidoff service are 


exhibited at the Musée des Arts Decoratifs, Gallery Number 5. (See biographical note on Jean 
Baptiste Claude Odiot.) 


Count Nikolai Demidoff was born near St. Petersburg in 1774 and inherited a huge fortune. 
He spent a considerable time in Paris and Florence, where his two sons, Paul and Anatole, were 
born. The latter married Princess Mathilde Bonaparte, and is known for his famous art collec. 
tions, which were dispersed at the outstanding art sale of the nineteenth century. 


The objects described here came later into the possession of a titled Anglo-American family.

Oudry—who had been attached to the establishment for some years as peintre-dessinateur—with 
the work. The letters patent conferred on him and his associate, Besnier, bear the date March 23, 
1734, and two years later, the general inspection of the Gobelins was, as we have seen, con- 
ferred on him. . . . As we have seen, Oudry had exercised the privilege conferred on painters 
by old custom of inspecting the work in course of execution at the Gobelins from his own

Note: Through the researches of Messrs. A. De la Grange and Louis Cloquet in Etudes 

sur lArt a Tournai, 1889, the identity of Gilles le Castre as the designer of the famous Voyage de 

Caluce tapestries—an imaginative series depicting medieval travels in India, and which survives in 

fragmentary hangings—seems to have been well established. This Gilles le Castre was a ‘portrait- 

ist’ or draughtsman of cartoons in the studio of Jacques Froidure of Tournai in 1491, Froidure in 

turn being a pupil of the famous Le Feire family of Tournai. Dr. Ackerman, in a discussion 

which is too long to be reproduced here, arrives at the conclusion that the present tapestry and its 


companion were designed by the same artist as the Voyage de Caluce hangings, and were executed 
in one of the ateliers of the weaving family of the Poissoniers at Tournai. 


The type of Gothic hunting tapestry with central paddock is well known and has been 
studied in great detail. Another variation of the present tapestry, in a private collection in 
Barcelona, is illustrated in Dr. Ackerman’s monograph (vide infra) as Plate IX; and we may 
record further variations of this subject in the catalogue of the Kermaingant collection sold at the 
American Art Association in 1926, and in the collection of Herr Bernheimer of Munich, illus- 
trated in H. Gobel, Wandteppiche, 1923, I, Vol. II, Plate 255. Attention is called to the fine 


preservation and rich coloring of the present pair of hangings.

The present design is of its kind unique and one of the most 
ambitious of this class; compared to the verdure in the Zurich Museum, illustrated as Plate VII 
of The Rockfeller McCormick Tapestries, it is seen to be more strongly influenced by a Renais- 
sance feeling, which appears not only in the Francois I*t border, but also as a kind of suggestion 
in the voluted forms of the foliage. The tapestry has been attributed by the same author to the 
atelier of the Poissonier family of Tournai.

Dr. Phyllis Ackerman, due to whose researches these and other facts concerning the 
Fierrets are known, has suggested ingenious interpretations of the proverbs in the present tapestry, 
formulating them in such phases as the following: “All weigh equally in the scales of Death”; 
“Beware the man who bears gifts and a sword”; “Bees will swarm at any hive”; “He who attempts 
to support Truth assumes a heavy burden”.
